said to have beg-uri. about IS 90, with 
a special stimulus along- certain lines 
in 1S03 through the influence ot the

In no case, however, did it represent 
a movement, — it was not widespread

Individual Depends- Upon City 
The ideas of most significance in

of the future; and the necessity, for 
reasons of economy as well as suc-> 
cess, to co-ordinate (he planning- of 
the various features so that the im- 
provements to bo carried out will be 
well related, one to another, far-see- 
ing and permanent.
